26 Feet at 
Fulton 


New Orleans, April 24 (^»)— The 


risinp, Red and Sabine rjvers are 
e.\peoted to go above flood' stage 
within the next few days but the 
U. S. Corps of engineers predicted 
levees would hold the water unless 
the flood crests go higher than 
expected. 


Downpours of 4 to seven inches 


East Texas and Southern Arkan- 
sas have filled the rivers. 


B. P. Hughes, Meteorologist of 


the Shreveport Weather 
Bureau, 


said the Red is expected to crest 
near the 25-foot flood Stage late 
Friday at Index, Ark-, and should 
hit 26 feet, one 
foot 
above the 


flood stage, Saturday at Fulton, 
Ark. 


The crest at Shrevoport is pre- 


dicted 
to approach 
the 23 foot 


flood stage about Sunday, with a 
crest o.' 32-34 feet at Alexandria. 
1^0 miles southeast, in seven 
to 


nine days. Flood stage at Alex- 
andria is 32 feet.

Ultimatum 
Halted Russia 
Says Truman 


Washington, April 
2-1 (UP) — 


President Truman disclosed today 
that the 
United 
Stales 
forced 


Russian troops out of Iran short- 
ly a!tei World War II by sending 
an ultimatum to Soviet 
Marshal 


Josef Stalin. 


The President, relating some of 


ihe crises of the past which had 
forced him to take sudfcn emer- 
gency action, told his weekly news- 
conference that in 1945 he had to 
send an ultimatum to Stalin, tell- 
ing Russia to get out of Iran by 
a certain date or the United States 
would move in with its own naval 
and' ground forces. 


The President said that the Rus- 


sians got out before his deadline. 


He also said that when the gov- 


ernment of Yugoslavia was plan- 
ning to take Trieste, he 
ordered 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower to send 
three American d i v i s i o n s into 
northern 
Italy 
and 
ditched the 


U. S. Mediterranean Fleet into the 
Adriatic sea. 


Consequently. Mr. Truman 
said, 


there was no march on Trieste. 


On the ultimatum to Russia, Mr. 


Truman asked that his staff check 
the specific dates later, but it was 
his impression that the message 
to Stalin — according to him un- 
disclosed until today — was sent 
in 1945. 


The President said he informed 


Sta'in that unless he got out of Iran 
the United States would put some 
pp-:ple Jn there, .Tho . Russians got 
out. 


He said he was able to deliver 


such an ultimatum to the Russians 
because the United States at that 
time had a mobilized army 
and 


navy, which it d'oes not have 
at 


ihis time. 


.Reporters pointed out that 
the 


word "ultimatum" is a precise dip- 
lomatic term 
which usually 
at- 


tacks world-wide attention when it 
is used im international affairs. The 
President' said that was what he 
sent: An ultimatum. He said ' he 
set a specified date by which they 
would have to leave Iran.

A contract setting forth rates to 


be paid for federal 
power was 


agreed to by Reynolds, the Ar- 
kansas Power and Light Company 
<md the Southwestern Power Ad- 
ministration, an Interior Depart- 
ment figcncy. 
Until last 
niaht, 


however, FPC had withheld ap- 
proval of the rates us loo low. 


The commission said yesterday 


in its order approving the rates 
thnt nothing in the order should' 
be construed as confimiinj; or ap- 
proving rates proposed after five 
years. 


Walter Rice, vice president of 


Reynolds, commented: 


"This would be wholly unaccept- 


able to us. It would' be impossible 
to build a 35-million-dnlhir plant 
en a 5-year contract. It must be 
a 30-yenr contrnct." 


The contract calls for AP &L to 


supply power 
for the 
Reynolds 


plant A P & L would purclvasc 
some of this power from govern 
mcnt dams through the SPA. 


Byrd Believes 
RFC Bill Has 
Chance to Pass 


Washington, April 24 (UP) — 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd (D-Va) said 
today his bill to abolish the Re- 
construction Finance Corp. "still 
has a good chance" of Senate ap- 
proval. 


The Senate, after three hours of 


healed debate and parliamentary 
maneuvering, voted 39-36 la,st night 
to send the measure back to the 
banking committee. 


Earlier, Byrd had won tentative 


approval of his bill to liquidate 
the HFC and' transfer some of its 
functions 
to 
other 
government 


agencies. The 42-37 vote caught ad- 
ministration forces with a dam- 
aging number of absentees. 


Led by Democratic Leader Er- 


nest W. McFarland (Ariz) 
and 


Sens. J. William Fulbright 
(D- 


Ark) and John J. Sparkman (D- 
Ala), 
Ihey fought desperately for 


more than two hours 
to 
gain 


enough time and votes to send the 
entire question back to committee. 


Byrd's temporary victory came 


on a motion to substitute his bill 
for Fulbright's measure to tighten 
up RFC 
administrative 
proce- 


dures and loan standards. 


Negotiators 
Study Way to 
End Deadlock

wore studying a new proposal to 
break the deadlock on how to ex- 
change prisoners of war.

to what it might be. Their re- 
marks suggested, however, 
that 


the Reds had a new plan for end- 
ing tho stalemate.

called to study new proposals for 
settling disputes.

25 minutes later, each group met 
separately for an hour and a quar- 
ter.
